Resolecd, That the eltizens be requested to ro- 
pair to their respective places of worshlp on 
Wedneedas, the 10th. iost., a twelve o'clock, 
ron, wheu tle funeral services of the late Pres 
{dent aro to take place, for the purpose of elem 
fring the oceaslon with appropriate ceremoates, 
in accordance with tho recommendation of tho 
acting Secretary of State. 

Texolred, That the Hon. Thos. Williams be 
requested iat as ¢arly a day a8 may sult his con- 
Fenlence, to deliver an enlozy .upon , tho, life, 
character and public services of Abraham Lin- 
colu, she late President of the United States. 

‘Resolved; ‘That the Chairman of this meetin 
travamit (6 tho widow of the deceased a copy of 
theee proceedings, and assure ber of the sympa 
thy felt by the cltizens of Allegheoy canaty for 
her late bereavement, aud> of thelr arduot dy 
sire for the prosperity and ‘happiness of herwit 
and family. 

‘Réotced, That thls meeting has full, cond- 
dence in (heability of President Audrew Johnson, 
fod of bis fixed determination to vivdleats the 
Supremacy of the laws, restore tbe authority of 
the’Government’ throughout the whole conatry, 
and to mete out to the leaders of the rebellion 
the punishment justly dus to thele/criiies, aud 
to this end we pledge to him, acd bis aduiiuls- 
tration, our cordial and wuited support. 


Hop. Thomas Williams, member of Congress 
from the Twenty-third District, was then intro~ 
duced ond delivered a brief but eloquent and 
fecling Uribute to the memory of the deceased 
President. As thls able writer bas beca request- 
ed to prepare an eulogy upoa the life aud char- 
acter of tho distinguished dead, and 
has expresstdan- Itteutlon- to acqulisce 
in the reqnest, we shall not attempt to 
give even a synopsis of this extempora- 
heous tribute, beautltul thoogh it was.» Lo allud- 
Ing to the great kindness of heart, aod the for- 
xivivg spirit which Mr. Lincola’ had evinced 
Gren towards the bitter foes of the government, 
the apeaker declared thst (hore deanerate men, 
iu (heir folly and wickeoness, bad driven away 
tho ovgél of mercy, and now -thelr ducds would 
be Judged by another.

JUSTICE, BUT NOT VENGEANCE, 

In the feoling of Joy and gratitude which 
{ied nll loyal hearts at the recent (riumph 
of tho government ovor its traitorous cu9- 
mules, a strong scntiment of undiseriinina- 
ting mercy and forglyences bogan to over 
spread tho Jand, It had more th® charac: 
teristica ofa sickly sentimentality than of 
that high aud Heaven-born charity which 
Jnavstnught.- His precepts struck at malice, 
pot nt jastice.

Him ‘Mercy and Truth moot togothor, 
Righteousness and Peaco kiss each othor,”” 


pre-arrangement in this mattor, Bach 
clergyman acted upon his own impulses In 
freming bis sertioa, and R is remarkable 
tbat, under such circumstances, the samo 
YWought chould run through. sll—should 
pervade and be the bufdonof all. It shows 
Yat the astassination of the President pro- 
duced not merely, ono unlyersal sensation 
of horror, Jiutt that it provoked a universal 
reselye to root out slavery and ali its ad- 
juncta, and henceforth to'show no mercy to 
the guilty men who, after having tried in 
Tain to. destroy the natien, Itsolf,, plotted 
Successfully to destroy tlio nation’s head. 

‘This spontaneous unanimity shows thot 
Uhis one thought ran-through every hoart 
from eno end of the land to tho other with 
electric epeed and thrilled every soul with 
electric power. If ever there wasa national 
heart there is one now, for eyery man’s 
heart beats in unison with his neighbor's, 
animated by thesame purpose, actuated by 
the same impulse, and neryed.with the same 
Actermination. Tho thrill which ray through 
tic. pation when Sumter was firod.on was 
of some kin to it, but was in noway oqual 
to jt in interest or power. The nation has 
awakened fo.9 new life, and to a nov senso 
of duty; and the Rebels will bitterly rue 
the day when they placed the Knife inthe 
agsassin's hands and sought to accomplish 
With the stilletto what they had failed to do 
with the sword, Up to Friday night 
thore was a door open for their easy escape 
from tho penalties of their crime; but thoro 
isnone now. When they plunged the dag- 
ger into Anranaw LINcoLN’s heart they 
stecled against themselves the heart of every 
man im the land. 

There can be no mistaking the public 
resolye im this instance, Never, before, 
aida nation draw men to God with such 
oneness of accord under the pressure of na- 
tional calamity, as did this uation on Sab- 
bath Inst—never. The nations! motto, 
“Tx Gop 18 oun wRUST,” was shown {n tho 
crowde i churches'in every city, yillagoand 
kamlet throughout the Uniog; in the hush- 
ed voice, the unrepressed tears; the selemn 
awe, the fervent prayer, the dovout receg- 
nition of God's hand tu this heavy stroke, 
and the imploring appeal for His divine 
guidance. ‘This was the voice of the 
people; the voica of God followed in the 
appoalte texts which poured out denuncis- 
Uons ‘upon national crimes and national 
criminals, which pointed the way clearly to 
the path of inexorable duty, and which in- 
culcated not only unyielding obedience to 
the heavenly commands but an unfaltering 
confidénce in the divine promises. 

‘There were many preachers and many 
texts, on Sabbath last, but thero was infact 
only one sermon. Tho premises and con- 
clusions varied in words but not in spirit, 
and the practical lesson taught was that this 
nation /.d been in great peril of extending 
the right bond of fellowship to men whose 
hands-were red with our children’s blood, 
aad fhdt, baving escaped this peril, there is 
no course left’ us but to execute the laws 
with steroness and let punishment) fall 
with the utmost severity, upon the beads of 
those who! dre guilty. This is the great 
lesson which the nation has learned in the 
moment of its chastisemeat; let us be 
carefol not to forget {t when the darkness 
of the-present-honr has passed away. 

THE EFFECT UPON THE, SOUTH. 

No'people on earth will be niore appalled 
at the tidings of tho assssaingtiow of the 
President than tho thinking men of the 
South) The great heartiof the nation, fol- 
lowing ‘the lead of the noble-minded and 
gentle-epirited Lrxcon, was turning to 
them with a kindness of which they were 
undeserying,and mhich hasbeen requited by 
an act, the atrocity of which nv language 
can adéquately cxpress. Te! fiendish 
spirit of slavery lias, like a eerpeat, strack 
its fangs into the most Leneyolent und mer- 
ciful heart that eyor did or probably ever 
Will give direction to the mighty energies 
of the nation.

The- evidence all 
points te the conclusion thnt the murderous 
act was the result of m deliberate conspira- 
cy, entered into with mslice aforethought 
snd with set purpose to slay right and left, 
apd cht down all the men upen whom tho 
nation Jeaned for support. All the indica. 
tions of insanity are wanling—all. the 
proofs of conspiracy are prescat. That 
there were tbree er four principals and ac- 
cescories is plain; and the bearing of the 
chief aesassin,prior tothe act, shows clearly 
that he was pressed on to the fearful deed 
by am unseen ond irresistible power from 
which be could not escape. What this con- 
placy is, bow fer it extends, or who are 
engaged in it, does not appear; but that 
(here was conspiracy we haye uo deubt. 
The extent of it and the elemonts of it are 
the eubjects: of future’ development; wo 
must Uuet to time to bring theai out fully; 
but the country may look with reasonable 
certainty for euch digclosures as will appal 
every beart and freeze the blood in every 
man’s veins.
